feloniously 
stop, detain and arrest the progress 
of a certain railway passenger and 
ex press train, by giving to the en­ 
gineer of said train a danger sig­ 
nal, by swinging a lighted lantern 
across the track of said railway in 
front of said train, wdth the feloni­ 
ous intent to commit robbery there­ 
on, then you will find the détend­ 
ant, James L. West, guilty, and 
assess his punishment at death or 
imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for a term of not less than ten 
years. 
The court instructs the jury and 
declares the law to be that when 
two persons are charged with the 
commission of a crime it is not pec- 
essary for the state to prove that 
both were actually present all the 
time and taking active part in the 
commission of said crime ; but if 
they both agreed, 
conspired or 
combined together to commit a 
crime, then from that time on un­ 
til the crime is accomplished or 
abandoned everything 
done by 
either of such parties in pursuance 
of said agreement, conspiracy or 
combination is in law the act of 
both. 
A nd it is not 
necessary 
that both of said parties should be 
actually together at the same time 
and at the same place in order to 
make both of said parties guilty. 
If, therefore, the jury believe and 
find from the evidence that the de­ 
fendant, James L. W est, and one 
Eli J. Stubbleffeld, agreed, con­ 
spired or'combined with each other 
to commit the crime alleged in the 
indictment herein, then from the 
time such conspiracy was formed 
until it was accomplished or aban­ 
doned, as shown by the evidence, 
the act of one was the act of both.

drunkenness cannot be pleaded in 
ex cuse, mitigation or defense of 
any crime. 
The court instructs tiie jury that 
under the laws of the state of Mis­ 
souri the defendant is a competent 
witness in his own behalf, but the 
fact that he is a witness testifying 
in his own behalf may be taken 
into consideration in determining 
the credibility of his testimony.

sisted of 15 acres of trt>e:r, and is near 
51avagiiez. 
It is eiistoinarv to let 
all you ng ]>lants live 
where 
thev 
sjiring ii]>, in the shaile of the (‘oilc'O 
plantations, in the fen(*e-row>, and 
on the road.'ides, no partienlar at­ 
tention being ])aid them heyond the 
harvesting, ])<‘rhaps, of w hat remains 
of the crop after the wandm'ing ]H» or 
have enjoyed many a lu st*ions globe 
stoned from the hranehes. 
Tlierc grows another variety of 
orange in the island, w hieh ib bitter­ 
sweet when green, known hy the na­ 
tives as ‘*naranja” (the Spanish name 
of orange), in eoniradistinetion to the 
sweet green orange called ‘‘ehino.” 
The trees differ slightly, in that the 
naranja has a su pplementary heart- 
shaped ])cndant on the end of each 
leaf. 
The thin-skinned lemon is not in­ 
digenou s to J’orto Pico; there 
is, 
how'cver, a small citron w liieli looks 
like an immense lemon, with a rind 
nearly half an inch thick, 
which 
cracks open as the fru it yellows. 
It 
is rather dry, and not very sou r, and 
the ju ice is iis('d with su gar and wa­ 
ter as a beverage. The rind is highly 
aromatic and has an economic valu e. 
There are no drawbacks to fu tu re 
lemon cu ltu re, the soil and the cli­ 
mate of the mou ntain u plands lining 
very su itable. 
Swx^et lemons with a 
hittcr-sw-eet taste grow- very profu se­ 
ly in several sections, tliou gh they 
are seldom gathered, u nless it he to 
make from them a sort of conserve, 
or to u se them mcdicrnally, Siiice tlivy 
are considered of some therapeu tic 
valu e in malarial fevers.—Harper’s 
Wccklv.

conclusion. 
Judge 
Shirk 
called attention to 
V/est^s testi­ 
mony, to the eiTect that he had no 
handkerchief around his neck to 
hide a birthmark, and yet Sheriff 
Williams had testified that lie took 
the handkerchief from the defend­ 
ant’s neck. 
The judge asked that the jury 
make train robbing odious by sen­ 
tencing West to a term in the peni­ 
tentiary during the remainder of 
his natural life.

Mr. Sliaiu's Argniiient. 
H. B. Shain made the opening 
argument 
for 
the 
defense, 
and 
spoke 4s minutes, 
lie said from 
fudge S hirk’s remarks one would 
have inferred that the Missouri P a­ 
cific R ailw ay Co., E. H. Adams 
and E. 
H. 
Chapman, were on 
trial, but such was not the case. 
The defendant’s aged mother 
came into court just as Mr. Shain 
began his argument and took a seat 
almost immediately in the rear of 
her son. 
After some clever word-paint­ 
ing, Mr. Shain said the defense 
ad never claimed that the IMis- 
1 uri Pacific R ailw ay Co. conspir- 
e 
to rob its own train, but he 
Ci 
Tied that by misrepresentations 
Eg i . Adams had got Supt. H o p ­ 
kins to send a band of detectives to 
the scene of the hold-up to shoot 
down a man that Adams wanted 
removed. 
The 
Missouri 
Pacific 
did wrong when it took the rob­ 
bery into its own hands' when it 
should have informed Sheriff W i l ­ 
liams, who was referred to in high­ 
ly complimentary terms. 
The Missouri Pacific had once 
placed W est in 
jeopardy 
of 
his 
life, and now the 
company 
had 
placed his life in jeopardy a second 
time before this jury. 
The position was taken that it 
was Tom Furlong who shopped the 
train, and not Jim W^est. 
If it 
was stopped for the purpose of ar­ 
resting West, then 
he 
was not 
guilty of the crime charged in the 
indictment. 
A s to whether James L. West 
was present at 
the robbery and 
w^hether there w^as a th’rd party 
there received considerable atten­ 
tion at IMr. Shain’s hands. 
He 
answered both 
questions 
in 
the 
affirmative. 
W’’here, 
asked 
Mr. 
Shain, was Robert Cunningham, 
who was to have participated, on 
the night of the robbery? 
He had 
been in the court room every day, 
and vet he had not been placed 
upon the witness stand. 
Mr. Shain held that if the state 
had shown that Cunningham was 
present at the hold-up then W est 
could not have been convicted, and 
it was because of this 
fact that 
Cunningham was not called. 
Mr. 
Shain admitted 
that Mr. 
Grimshaw’ s testimony, to the ef- 
.vfect 
that 
W^est 
was 
there, was 
pretty strong, but he said that in 
the excitement attendant upon tiie 
hold-up he had become confused, 
and hence iiad not seen things as 
they really existed. 
The man on the bank fired two 
shots at the train, but when W^est 
was taken in custody not a cham­ 
ber of his weapon had been dis- 
chrged ; and Sheriff W^illiams’ tes- 
t ’mony was that, to the best of his 
belief, the revolver had not been 
fired that night. 
The man upon 
the bank could not have been Jim 
W^est. 
If there was no third man, why 
did the Missouri Pacific, after Jim 
W est was brought to town, send 
the officers after Stuoblefield and 
the man said to have been with 
him. 
Jim W est said thejiandkerchiefs 
found upon him were not his, and 
were 
placed around his neck by 
by some person unknown to him. 
Detectives in general were de­ 
nounced, and the members of the 
jury were told “ they (the detec­ 
tives) would convict your boy just 
as quick as they would this defend- 


In conclusion, Mr. Shain said if 
authority such as the Missouri P a­ 
cific had assumed in this case was 
given to the great corporations and 
trusts, then, indeed, a lamentable 
state of affairs would exist. 
Mr. Shain’s remarks along this 
line were very cleverly put, and 
appealed strongly to the laboring 
classes of the land. 
He claimed if 
E. H. Adams was left out of the 
case then James L. W est was not 
implicated. 
His tribute to tiie aged mother 
of the 
defendant was extremeiy 
touching, nearly all the ladies with 
in the railing shedding tears as he 


pleaded with the jury that they 
give her back her boy. 


Al'teriiooii Session. 
It was I *.30 o ’clock when the de­ 
fendant was brought into the court 
room, accompanied by his mother. 
The wife of the accused came in a 
couple of minutes later, at which 
time the room was two-thirds filled 
with 
spectators, 
fully 
as 
many 
ladies being present as ai the morn­ 
ing session. A t i -.35 o ’clock Judge 
Longan ascended the bench 
and 
court was called to order. 
The court announced that it had 
a letter for Juror Scott, but he was 
not permitted to read it until after 
the case was disposed of, notwith­ 
standing the attorneys for tlie de­ 
fense announced that they had no 
objections. 


.Job 11 Casljinau. 
Hon, John Cashrnan made the 
opening 
argument 
of 
the after­ 
noon for the defense and spoke 45 
minutes. 
He did not indulge in 
any preliminary side remarks, but 
at once entered into an argument 
of the case, and made an eloquent 
plea in behalf of his client. 
He referred to Jim W^est as a 
poor but honest man, persecuted 
by a gigantic corporation, and de­ 
nounced “ the notorious Tom Fur­ 
long and his g a n g ” in the bitterest 
terms possible. 
A s 
to 
Adams, 
the 
witness, 
there was no language too bitter 
for Mr. Cashrnan in his denuncia­ 
tion of the “ informer.” and the 
speaker had no hesitation in say­ 
ing that he would sell the life of 
Jim W^est or any other friend for 
rnonev. 
Mr. Cashrnan took the position 
that E. H. Adams originated the 
whole plot. 
Tom I'urlong had ar­ 
rested 
innocent men a thousand 
times. 
It was Mr. Casliman’s be­ 
lief that Ed Adams and Tom Fur­ 
long had “ put up the job” and 
had worked Mr. 
Hopkins, who 
was referred to as a good man who 
had been misled. 
The speaker said if it had been 
possible for the state to have pro­ 
duced a witness 10 sw’ear to the 
bad character of the defendant it 
would have been done, and the 
same would have been done in sub­ 
stantiation of the good character of 
E. H. Adams, w'ere it possible, but 
these things were impossible. 
The testimony of E. H. C h a p ­ 
man was diagnosed by Tvîr. Cash- 
man in detail. The state had made 
a vigorous effort to impeach it, but 
had failed most signally, wdiereas 
the defense had shown conclusive­ 
ly that the testimony of Adams 
was not worthy of credence. 
The case was referred to by Mr. 
Cashrnan 
as 
a 
Missouri 
Pacific 
trap, and the jury was warned to 
beware of it. 
The 
speaker 
was 
wdlling to leave it to them to de­ 
cide between Truthful Jim West 
and Black-Hearted Ed Adams as 
to which one had told the truth on 
the witness stand 
The essential points in the evi­ 
dence were gone over by Mr. Cash- 
man, who denied that it had ever 
been 
stated to the jury that Ed 
Adams (a one-armed man) held 
the glass in one hand and poured 
the whisky with the other. 
This 
was a misrepresentation upon the 
part of Judge Shirk, who was criti­ 
cised for having resorted to i>uch 
methods. 
The speaker, 
like Mr. Shain, 
maintained that there was a third 
man in the hold-up, and that man, 
said Mr. Cashrnan. was Robert R. 
Cunningham, but in consideration 
of his service to the Missouri Pa­ 
cific R ailw ay Co. he had not been 
prosecuted or even called as a w it­ 
ness in the case. 
Attention was called to the ef­ 
fort of the defense to secure the at­ 
tendance of Detectives Ellis and 
Wilhelm 
at 
the 
trial, in which 
^vent, Mr. Cashrnan said, it would 
have been shown that there wais a 
third man engaged in the robbery, 
but for some reason not known to 
the defense it had been impossible 
to get these two witnesses here. 


John IK Pale. 
The court room 
was crowded 
when Mr. John D. Dale began the 
closing argument for the defense. 
He spoke one hour and made a 
plea that won for him much com­ 
mendation. 
He said that he did not claim 
that 
the defendant was perfect, 
but he thought it w^as possible that 
even the distinguished county at­ 
torney was not perfect. 
He read 
from the 55th chapter of Isaiah, 
yth verse, and applying it to the 
case said if the jury believed the 
list instruction 
for 
the defense, 
that 
West 
had 
abandoned 
the 
scheme to rob when he arrived at 
the scene, then ne was not guilty 
as charged in the indictment. 
Mr, Dale said if Jim West had 
not been drugged, if he had been 
himself, he won id have iled from 
the scene of the robbery, when he 
was 200 yards ahead of the detect­ 
ive, instead of going over into and 
lying down in the field to be cap­ 
tured by the officers. 
This act of 
itself was sufficient, Mr. Dale said, 
to convince anvone that West was 


in such a condition as not to be re­ 
sponsible. 
Mr. Dale wanted to know what 
had become of Robert 
Cunning­ 
ham, and claimed, as had Messrs. 
Shain and Cashrnan, that it was 
this same Cunningham 
who had 
fired two shots at the train, and 
not Jim West. 
Ed Adams, the speaker said, was 
mean enough to take West to the 
scene of the robbery, and he was 
also mean enough to tie the hand­ 
kerchiefs around his neck, at a time 
when West was unconscious and 
did not 
know 
wluit 
was 
being 
done. 
The defense was not pleading 
tiuit Mr. West was drunk. He was 
not 
drunk. 
The state 
had 
so 
proven. 
But something was given 
him that made him stupid and not 
responsible. 
In proof of this, the 
testimony of Sheriff Williams was 
called to the attention of the jury. 
West had told vlie sheriff th it he 
had been down 
on 
Main street 
drinking. 
Tliis wa~ not true, but 
it showed that W e s t’s brain was 
still reeling after he was brought 
from the scene of the robbery to 
the county jail. 
If West had gone to the field and 
laid down, abandoning the hold­ 
up, before Stuliblefield stopped the 
train, then West cannot be held 
responsible for tlie actions of Stub­ 
blefield, and under tiie court’s in- 
structioiih the defendant must be 
acquitted. 
/Vs argued by Mr. Shain, Mr. 
Dale held that Detective h'urloiig 
stopped the train, and Jim W^est 
had nothing whatever to do with it. 
IMr. 
Dale 
closed 
his 
remarks 
with the statement that he left the 
case in the hands of the jury and 
he was in nowise afraid of the re­ 
sult. 
Court took a recess of five min­ 
utes.

He began by saying tliat Novem­ 
ber 29, last, there was attempted 
to be carried out one of the most 
damnable crimes ever attempted in

The 
grand jury 
had

Eli J. Stubblefield had committed 
the crime. 
One trial is past and 
gone. 
The other defendant is now 
on trial.

the speaker proposed to produce

[im West could no more teil the 
truth in regard to his connection 
with the hold-up than he could tly 
to the moon in a minute. 
This jury never knew what the 
defense of this defendant would be 
until the state had closed its case. 
Mr. Cashrnan objected to 
the 
statement, but the objection was 
overruled. 
Not 
until 
the defendant 
was 
tied foot 
and 
hand, 
said 
Mr. 
Steele, did the jury know what 
the defense would be. 
This defense is a 
1 1 it-footed in­ 
sult to every man to whom it is ad­ 
dressed. 
They do not deny that he 
was on the ground while the train 
was being held up ? 
No, because 
it was proved against them. 
The 
same was true regarding the bor­ 
rowing of the pistol, the purchase 
of a sack or the buying of cart­ 
ridges.

Referring to Ed Adams and Bob 
Cunningham, jMr. Steele said it 
did not make any difference how 
bad they were, it did not excuse 
this tlefendant.

assure you as surely as I stand be­ 
fore you today.

tio n that up to the time o f its destruc­ 
tio n many o f the ro o ms were actual­ 
ly o ccupied.

Keene Dramatic 
company, walk ed out of M c \ ick - 
er’s theater in Chicago with the 
apparent purpose of going to the 
Gault house, 
a hotel on 
W est 
Madison street, about four block s 
west of the Chicago riv er. 
H e had in 
his pock ets about 
$400, that being the com pany’s 
share of the receipts for the ev en­ 
ing. 
H e also had jewelry on his 
person worth sev eral hundred dol­ 
lars. 
H e was sober and cheerful. 
Since that time 
he has been 
mourned as dead by 
friends in 
nearly ev ery city in the 
United 
States. 
The announcement that 
he is aliv e and well and in St. 
Louis will astonish a great many 
people. 
He doesn’t lik e to talk about 
himself, but to friends who ques­ 
tioned him he told this remark able 
story : 
Directly after he left M cV ick er’s 
theater that memorable night he 
met a woman he had k nown in 
Pittsburg. 
They had supper to­ 
gether. 
A fter that it was all a 
blank to him. 
H e doesn’t k now 
where 
he 
separated 
from 
the 
woman nor under what circum­ 
stances. He is morally certain that 
he was drugged, but he is unable 
to form an idea as to when, where 
or how. 
W hen he recov e*” ' his senses he 
was in a freight ca. 
n a siding, 
v ery ill. 
Railroad bra 
men were 
standing around him, Qv ating as 
to the best thing to do with him. 
They decided to send him to a 
hospital. 
A fter about a week he 
was 
pronounced 
conv alescent. 
M eanwhile he learned that he was 
in M attoon, 
111., and that he had 
about $20 in money orders. 
By examining a 
calendar he 
found that nearly two week s had 
elasped since “ the light went ou t.” 
He was v ery much ashaned and 
felt himself disgraced. 
He 
had 
nev er been in such a predicament 
before, 
and did 
not hav e 
th^ 
“ nerv e” to face his friends. 
He 
thought he must hav e done some­ 
thing disgraceful. 
He 
supposed 
that he had forfeited his position, 
and that it w asn’t worth while to 
try to explain. 
H e k new that he 
had lost two week s and he k new 
that he w asn’t a defaulter. 
The 
war fev er was at its height and he 
decided 
to go 
to 
Cuba. 
He 
did so, 
and serv ed 
as 
a cor­ 
respondent 
for 
v arious 
papers. 
He 
made 
no 
attem pt 
to 
conceal 
his identity. 
He called 
himself Frank Connolly and signed 
his name so to all letters and tele­ 
grams. 
It is a common enough 
name, howev er, and the men who 
receiv ed 
communications 
from 
F rank 
Connolly, 
Cuban 
corre­ 
spondent, did not connect himself 
with F rank Connolly, the show­ 
man, who was supposed to hav e 
been murdered in Chicago. 
There 
was a legion of newspaper corre­ 
spondents in the Antilles, and the 
Connollys were nearly as numerous 
in that craft as they are on the 
rosters of the American police de- 
^ partments. It is not strange, there- 
^ fore, 
that this F rank 
Connolly 
should hav e been ov erlook ed. 
But the manner of the finding of 
Frank Connolly is ev en queerer in 
one way than his disappearance. 
It shows how a trained reporter 
may ov erlook a big story. 
Mr. Connolly came to St. Louis 
about two week s ago and register­ 
ed at the Laclede hotel. 
A t least 
one newspaper man who k new him 
met him and talk ed with him, but 
didn’t remember that he was talk ­ 
ing with a person returned from 
the grav e.

Then one man who had 
seen him mentioned the circum ­ 
stance to another man, who was 
deeply impressed by the disappear­ 
ance.
